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FROM A BOY'S POINT OF VIEW BY JIMMY WESCOTT

There's a very famous boys' boarding school with a girl in it. The 
reason for this is simple: she's the daughter of one of the coaches, the 
curriculum is good, and so she sits in on classes with the boys. 

Now, if every girl had a chance to do this, maybe she could learn 
all about boys along with Latin and math. But since everyone isn't so 
lucky—and while I wait for my father to ponder my suggestion that 
he take up coaching at a girls’ finishing school—here are a few of the 
things about fellows that you might just be missing these days. 

You see,a girl doesn't always realize that boys are much the same. 
They are no problem, but what they think about girls is a problem. 
Because what a fellow thinks governs his actions more than what he is. 

Like this. Let's say a boy has two little sisters. He has discovered 
long ago that he's bigger and stronger than they are, that they're 
gentler than he is in an argument, and that they still love him and 
enjoy doing things for him. This becomes so much a part of his every- 
day thinking that as soon as he meets you—another girl—he puts you 
in the same category. Slave labor. You can't expect much in the way of 
little attentions from this type—because he doesn’t think you look 
for them. He’s not really domineering, you see: he just hasn’t discov- 
ered yet that every girl in the world isn’t his kid sister. 

It’s up to you to look into the matter, and then apply the Wescott 
rule of thumb—i.e., thumb fellows are worse than others. 

For another example, a boy may strike you as being excessively shy 
or not interested in you. Don’t be too sure. He may be from a family 
where there are only boys. That gives him the impression that girls 
are something really extra: he’s even afraid, sometimes. This boy 
will be extra polite, maybe even painfully so. If you don’t set him 
down as a real square and give him a chance, he’ll warm up after a 
while and give you a chance to get to know what he’s really like. 

Another fellow may have decided that girls are a nuisance. This 
could be because he doesn’t have much money (and hence they are a 
problem to him). He tends to be sarcastic and critical with girls, 
secretly blaming them just for being alive. He wants them there, mind 
you—but he doesn’t know how to cope with their presence and the 
obligations this puts on him. So while he might be a wonderful fellow, 
you'll catch him being a touch sharp now and then. The fact is, if 
you're nice to him, you'll discover that he isn't so difficult after all. 

One of the more difficult types is the fellow who is so popular 
with himself that he figures all the girls are sure to agree with him. 
You can deal with this, usually, with a few cutting remarks—but then, 
you might cut away his friendship with the ego surgery, and perhaps 
you really like him. Knowing his weakness, you simply introduce other 
subjects and get him going on them, and soon you'll enjoy his company 
more. If he has no other subjects, sharpen some more cutting remarks. 

All of these types probably aren't half so exasperating to you as the 
wonderfully normal and balanced fellow who is perfectly at home with 
girls, thinks they're great company, is polite, helpful and interesting— 
but nothing more ever happens. He is the sad victim of progressive 
coeducation, which has reduced the whole idea of a girl to the equiva- 
lent of an hour exam or a Coke break in his mind. Alas, there is no 
mystery about her for him, she is one with the ablative and arithmet- 
ical progression. What to do about him? Why—coeducation, of course. 
But that—in your terms—is a way of showing him that after school 
hours, or during your social moments with him, there's a more relaxed 
and charming you than he encounters during the humdrüm of the 
school schedule. He treats all girls equally well. What you need from 
him is a bit of inequality—only on the plus side. 

You see now that what a fellow really needs is understanding. 
After all, think about his problems. He's got to understand girls!

в A COLLEGE. “Small, active and up-to-date," is the 
way J an Hunter describes her college: Elmira, a liberal arts college 
for women in Elmira, New York. With all the solidity and traditions 
that are part of a college chartered in 1855, Elmira gives evidence of 
its ‘‘up-to-date-ness” in the new directions its curriculum has taken in 
the past few years. Its emphasis is on giving students a greater 
sense of involvement—in their studies and in the world at large. 
Independent work is encouraged. Elmira has cut down its traditional 
five courses a semester to four, leaving students more time for inde- 
pendent research, student-instructor conferences. Qualified students 
may also elect individual “independent study" courses for credit. 
Honors work starts in freshman year. A General Honors Program for 
outstanding students includes a series of seminars relating different 
areas of knowledge, independent research, a comprehensive exam and 
senior thesis.

Starting anew as a refugee is tough, but you 
appreciate what you have to work hardest for 


I'm not a Brain; I just don't waste 
time,” says seventeen-year-old Wal- 
fredo Jordan, formerly of Havana, 
Cuba, now a high-school senior in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. Walfredo was 
“alibiing” for his impressive accom- 
plishments, among them, winning im- 
portant science prizes and managing 
to wade through a fantastically busy 
schedule. “I do experiments in the 
chem lab during recess and study 
hall,” Walfredo explains. “After school I work as a checker in a 
grocery store so it’s 9:00 p.m. before I can start homework and 
work on my pet project: using a homemade polarograph to do 
chemical analysis. It’s 1:00 a.m. before I think about going to bed. 

“When I came to the United States in December, 1960, English 
was really ‘foreign’ to me,” Walfredo recalls. “I had taken two 
years of it in school, but no conversation. Luckily, it was Christ- 
mas vacation so I had almost two weeks of listening before I 
started high school. By then I knew a few words—at least the 
difference between ‘gym’ and ‘cafeteria.’ 

“One of my teachers asked me if I wanted to be graded on the 
basis of being Cuban or as an American. I told her, ‘Whichever is 
harder.’ I didn’t want special treatment because of my difficulties 
with English. I made A’s in math, but in English I made C’s. This 
year my English grade has improved. 

“People comment оп the big words’ I use. Actually, these Eng- 
lish words were not hard to learn because so many of them come 
from little Spanish words. It’s the little English words, like 
‘house,’ for example, that give me the trouble. 

“Tm luckier than many Cuban teen-agers who are in the United 
States because my whole family—a brother, two sisters and my 
parents—are here. Before Castro, my father, who is a lawyer, 
handled cases for large corporations. We lived in a spacious house, 
had a cook and a maid and we belonged to several social clubs. 
However, my father came from a poor family and had worked 
his way through the University of Havana so he always stressed 
the importance of hard work. He told me many times that he 
wanted me to have a job before I went to college. 

“One thing I miss in the United States is activities with people 
my own age. I’m not invited to parties much. However, this year I 
have made one or two close friends who are Americans, which is 
better than last year when I had none. 

“For me, ‘success’ is getting a Ph.D. in chemistry. I just want 
to work hard and go to a university on a scholarship. I prefer a 
university to a small school because the facilities are better and 
there’s more chance to make contacts for the future. If things 
hadn’t changed for my family, a scholarship wouldn’t be neces- 
sary. But I agree with what my father has always said: you appre- 


ciate something if you have to work for it.”—Annabelle Armstrong

Are you shopping for а new spring hairdo? Here's

The newsiest way you can wear bangs this spring is as sketched 
above: in a pretty crisscross! The hairdo (it tucks under in 
back, turns forward at the sides) was created by Mr. Anthos of 
Anthos Coiffures in New York City. The set calls for both rollers 
and pin curls: the direction in which they’re wound is most im- 
portant, so be sure to follow the setting pattern very carefully. 
THE CUT. For this style your hair should be blunt-cut so that it 
comes to the same length (six to eight 
inches) at both the sides and the back. 
THE SET uses large rollers. Starting at 
forehead, wind two-pin curls to the right. 
Above right eye wind two rollers, on a 
slant, to the left. Over left eye wind one 
roller down on a slant; at left side turn 
three pin curls toward the face.

Over 
the crown wind four rollers left and, on 
each side of these, wind two rollers down. 
Across the back wind two rollers down, 
then make four horizontal rows of pin 
curls: one row of two wound left, and one 
right; two rows of three wound left, two 
right; one row of three wound left at nape 
THE COMB-OUT. Brush hair back 
briskly. Next, brush the back section 
down and turn the ends under. Brush the

Coming, a peace corps for the United States 


Ever since the Peace Corps was conceived, a number of voices have 
been heard to ask: Why not a Peace Corps for America? The idea re- 
ceived a further boost last summer when a group of Peace Corps volun- 
teers training in Harlem, in preparation for a tour of duty in Colombia, 
became acutely conscious of the fact that Harlem needed social wel- 
fare assistance every bit as much as Colombia. 

Last February the administrative machinery was created to organ- 
ize and recruit volunteers for a National Service Corps to work on 
social welfare projects in the United States. The President feels that 
such a corps will (1) focus attention on these problems (2) rekindle 
local determination to do something about them (3) provide a national 
organization through which anyone wishing to help the nation’s under- 
privileged citizens can make a constructive contribution. 

There are important differences between the National Service 
Corps and the Youth Conservation Corps proposals which are being 
considered by Congress. The Congressional youth programs are de- 
signed primarily to give work to the thousands of teen-agers who have 
been dropping out of high schools and who have been unable to find 
jobs. These teen-agers will be working primarily in our national parks 
and on slum clearance projects. The Nsc, on the other hand, is de- 
signed to appeal to a small but technically trained group of people who 
will work, when asked, on specific welfare projects across the country. 

What kind of work? Some of the projects planned are: 
California: A tri-county project assisting migrant workers and the 
communities through which they pass. Corpsmen will assist in the fields 
of education, health and public welfare. 

Massachusetts: A program already in progress in the Boston area in 
which university students have been serving as part-time volunteers 
in hospitals for the mentally ill and retarded will be expanded to in- 
clude all of Massachusetts. 

New York: In cooperation with the New York City Board of Education, 
corpsmen will not only assist in tutoring poor students but will work 
with gifted students who need more advanced guidance. In addition, 
they will work to strengthen school-community relations and to en- 
courage out-of-school and out-of-work teens to seek further education. 
South Dakota: A program for developing self-help housing, model irri- 
gation farming, day-care centers for children and recreation programs 
on the Pine Ridge Reservation of the Oglala Sioux Indian tribe. 

Qualifications for enlistment in the National Service Corps, plus 
other essential facts, are as follows: 

• Each volunteer must be eighteen years of age and of sufficient matu- 
rity and intelligence either to possess needed skills or to be trained in the 
work for which they are needed. The majority will be at least twenty- 
one, but the Peace Corps has shown that teen-agers, when suitably 
qualified, can make a definite contribution. 

® Volunteers will be selected without regard to race, religion or sex. 
Subject to Congressional approval, foreign citizens will be eligible, 
which should be appealing to foreign students. 

• A college degree is not necessary. 

• Approximately four weeks’ training will be given to each volunteer. 
® Corpsmen will live in the community which they are serving and in 
an environment similar to that of the people they will be helping. 

• Corpsmen will receive travel expenses and a minimum living allow- 
ance but no salary. At time of discharge, they will receive an allow- 
ance of approximately $75 for every month served. 

• The usual tour of duty will be for one year, with an option to serve 
a second year. A corpsman may quit at any time. 

e Draft deferment will be granted while the corpsman is in the м5с. 

e A volunteer must be in good physical condition, although physical 
qualifications will not be as strict as in the Peace Corps. 

e The corps expects to have two hundred to five hundred men and 
women in the field by fall, expanding to a maximum of perhaps five 
thousand in three years.

College and Prep School 
Weekends 
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A chapter from “The Seventeen Book of 
Etiquette and Entertaining" by Enid А. Haupt 


There are two sure signs you’ve been a success at a school or college 
weekend. First, you had a marvelous time: this puts you halfway up the 
ladder. Second, you’re asked again: you may have to wait for this, 
but it’s the definitive mark of success. 


WANT TO HAVE A GOOD TIME? 


1. When you accept, ask your beau where you will stay.

Imprisonment has often been used in song and story as a symbol of 
man's condition on earth. Held by chains or stone walls, man may move 
in two directions. He may buckle under and join forces with the con- 
trolling agent (if you can't lick 'em, join 'em) or he may escape with 
his mind, letting wish-fulfilling fantasy become his reality. Alex- 
ander Solzhenitsyn has his hero follow the first in One Day in the 
Life of Ivan Denisovich, Dutton, $3.95. Jack London in his science- 
fiction novel of 1915, The Star Rover, just reissued by Macmillan, $4.50, 
lets his hero use the second. Solzhenitsyn himself was for eight years 
a political prisoner in the Siberian prison labor camp he writes about. 
His hero, Ivan, a partly autobiographical figure, *adjusts" to the harsh, 
bitter existence, working, even when feverish, in seventeen-below-zero 
weather, ending his day grateful only to have avoided serious disaster, 
checking off another one of the 3,652 days of his servitude. Jack Lon- 
don, once jailed for vagrancy, depicts a hero wrongfully condemned to 
solitary confinement, who learns to free his soul from his body so that 
it can travel through space and time and assume many reincarnations. 
In these other forms, in ancient times and distant places, he suffers 
and dies, but always victoriously, knowing, even as he knows when 
the hangmen come at last to take him from his solitary cell, that the 
spirit of man is immortal and cannot be destroyed by any master. These 
themes of solitude, suffering, and spirit yearning to be free immediately 
recall the story of Prometheus, who was punished by being chained to 
a rock, his liver devoured daily by an eagle for having tricked the 
gods and having brought fire to man. In Prometheus: Archetypal Image 
of Human Existence, by C. Kerenyi, Bollingen Series, Pantheon 
Books, $5, the author examines the Prometheus myth from all aspects, 
emphasizing that the Greeks truly believed their myths, much as relig- 
ious people of any faith believe the stories and miracles of their tradi- 
tion, and that this belief formed their world view and their behavior. 
He compares the Greek Prometheus with the Christian Saviour, point- 
ing out paradoxes and differences. Why is Prometheus spoken of as 
archetypal? He is the original, primordial form of imprisoned spirit 
striving to be free, the prototype of the wounded god who suffered to 
bring salvation to man, a theme with eternal appeal. ... English majors

FAREWELL 


He had a dream of knights, of lovely damsels, of daring deeds and death . . . and it came true in a nightmare 


I did not know why we were living in exile that summer. We 
were not in our old house that stood on a hill in a setting of 
stately elms, but in a strange and cheerless one that was smaller 
and cramped and hidden from sight by a clump of shapeless pines 
that concealed it from the sun. Perhaps the truth would have 
meant nothing to me, for I was а child. But I sensed adversity, 
much as an animal senses a coming storm. It could not be seen 
or heard or smelled, but I felt it closing in. 

My mother thought she could prevent her children from learn- 
ing that we had suffered misfortune. She smiled constantly in a 
determined effort to reassure us. It was not her usual smile, and 
I knew it. A child of eleven has no difficulty in telling the differ- 
ence when his mother’s smile has changed. I could see that it had 
become forced and mechanical and that it failed to rout the dis- 
traction from her eyes. This new smile frightened and embar- 
rassed me. I wanted to ask questions. But I realized that, for once 
in my life, Mother did not want my questions. She was making 
bustling but unsuccessful efforts to preserve normality. I sensed 
that in order for her to sustain these efforts, I must pretend that 
she was succeeding in them. I joined in the conspiracy, originated 
by my father, to protect my mother from knowing that she was 
not protecting us. She believed that reality had to be shaped 
and molded before it could be endured and, whenever the need 
arose, had a version of it ready to offer us. We accepted it, 
whether or not we liked the look of it, because we loved her and, 
by instinct, knew that she could not believe anything unless we 
appeared to believe it too. 

At this time, she was struggling to convince herself that our 
values were not monetary ones and, since we did not depend on 
money for our happiness, there was no need to acknowledge the 
sudden and unaccustomed lack of it. She was frantic without a 
maid but could not admit it, or admit that she was nervous and 
anxious, for it would have been ignoble to complain or alter her 


standards. She was a perfectionist, first about herself, then about 


everything else; she expected perfection in herself in perform- 
ing even tasks for which she had no liking or inclination. She 
was under a strain; we all knew but pretended not to notice. 

A child learns what he wants to know, one way or another. 
I had a good nose for details, which I could ferret out of whispered 


conversation in corners or by lying very still in bed at night 


‚ when voices were raised downstairs. And while I was too shy (if, 


as my parents said, that was really the trouble) to make friends 
easily, there were other children about, who, in the way of chil- 
dren, suffered my company because I was there. From their talk, 
I learned the facts: there had been a crash in Wall Street which, 
in the inexplicable logic of the adult world, had affected our lives. 
We thought of it as a collapse of a great many buildings and 
wished we could have been there to hear the noise, which must 
have been gratifyingly loud. 

Since my friends informed me everyone else was poor now, I 
did not feel marked or excluded by the tragedy. In fact, we en- 
tered into arguments as to which of our families was poorest. For 
this reason, I at last succumbed to the need to ask questions, 
which distressed my mother and set my sister, who was only six, 
to weeping piteously. 

My mother answered me tensely and with a categorical insist- 
ence that would permit no contradictions: “We will have to do 
without, but not without any of the things that really matter. We 
have plenty to eat and a great deal of love. We should be very 
grateful," she said. 

Perhaps this is what the other children were told, for all at 
once we found ourselves imbued with a gallant, crusading spirit, 


inspired by stories of King Arthur and his Knights of the Round 


"Table. What began as a diversion soon became an obsession.

Riding camps are the “elder statesmen” of specialized camping, and there’s one to fit 
every equestrian or personal preference. English or western style, coed or not, all provide several 
hours of daily riding and instruction for beginners and advanced riders alike; the rest of the day’s 
program may vary a great deal. The Quarter Circle V Bar Ranch Camp in Mayer, Arizona, for 
instance, has a farm and cattle ranch on which campers may work. When not practicing for the gym- 
khana (bareback, precision and drill-team riding, jousting contests and other fancy feats), they can 
try their skill at calf roping, riflery and many other pursuits. In contrast, the Perry-Mansfield Camp 
in Steamboat Springs, Colorado, punctuates its riding schedule with pack trips to the snowy high 
country of the Continental Divide, and a fully developed program in the arts. There’s a theater named 


for former camper Julie Harris, and workshops in acting, dancing, singing, painting, stage design. 


D aut Camps offer a busy, fun-filled summer with a bonus—you're practically guar- 
anteed “results” that a whole winter of iron-willed (and lonely) determination couldn't produce. 


Seascape on Cape Cod specializes in weight loss, but campers don't just sit in their rooms and not eat— 


linguists, actresses, adventurers . . . whatever you'd do, there's a camp for you 


they choose from a wide array of land and water sports, take informal courses in posture and 
£rooming, and learn nutrition facts to help keep themselves slim all year. At the Trim Teen Charm 
School in Miami Beach, Florida, girls have a complete adult resort and health spa (steam rooms, 
mineral baths, solaria) at their disposal for the summer. Besides sports, physical improvement and the 
social graces, the program includes dances, teas, parties and barbecues to which local college boys are 
invited. (“You can't test your poise in a vacuum, can you?“) Lakecrest Camp in Stanfordville, 
New York, is another place which offers scientific diet, sports (riding, golf, aquatics), and time 


10 study and improve anything about yourself you'd like to change, camouflage or do away with. 


Sailing Camps are perfect for those of you who’d gladly spend all your time in the 
water, forsaking it only for food or to set foot on a boat. Summer Camp Afloat on Grand 2253 Island 
has all of the activities usually offered. Its campers can ship out on catamarans, sailboats, speedboats 
or glass-bottomed boats, spend their time water skiing, skin diving, scuba diving, fishing, playing water 
polo, studying marine biology or taking overnight cruises to other islands in the Bahamas. Unlike 
most sailing camps, SCA uses the luxurious Grand Bahama Hotel as its headquarters, so it offers some 
"extras" which even the most waterlogged camper is not apt to ignore—a steady stream of new boys 


and girls (guests at the hotel), and full run of the hotel's varied sports and entertainment facilities. 


в Camps are а natural outgrowth of our national fondness for culture-in-the- 
country; the straw hat circuit, summer writers' conferences and painting colonies are all here to stay, 
and so are the scores of summer camps where teen-agers concentrate on the fine and performing arts. 
They range in size and scope from the National Music Camp in Interlochen, Michigan (more than 1,400

What clues to look for, what questions to ask 


Applying for admission to a college without visiting the 
campus is like buying a pair of shoes without trying them on— 
but much worse. You can always throw away the shoes and 
survive the loss, but college will last for four years and cost 
your parents several thousand dollars. So every year tens of 
thousands of hopeful high school juniors and seniors go touring 
the country to look over the colleges of their choice. But for 
many students visiting a campus is like looking at a pair of shoes 
through a shop window and then buying them. The campus looks 
fine, but it could feel like a bad fit once they “put it on.” 

Trying on a campus for size, style and comfort is a hard job 
for two reasons. First, the campus visit often involves nothing 
more than a thirty-minute tour of buildings and grounds with 
a student guide who delivers a prefabricated talk about build- 
ings, campus traditions and so forth. All you may get out of 
this is a few notions about college real estate and college spirit 
—which is not at all the same thing as the spirit of the college. 
You can also arrange for an admissions interview, but to get use- 
ful information from the interview you have to ask questions as 
well as answer them. And this brings us to the second difficulty. 

Unless your high school record is really stellar, you are 
probably quite worried about getting admitted; for this reason 
you want to be sure to make a good impression. So when you 
talk to the admissions officer at Gift Horse College, you decide 
to make pleasant and flattering small talk rather than ask criti- 
cal questions. If you do this, you will learn even less from 
your interview than you did from staring admiringly at the 
clock tower atop old Ivy Hall. What’s worse, the admissions 
officer may rate you as a “nice” girl who didn’t seem much inter- 
ested in her education. If, on the other hand, you ask a series of 
intelligent questions, he may decide you have the critical mind 
and intellectual enthusiasm that many colleges prize much more 
highly than brilliant averages and hectic extracurricular lives. 

If you are to ask intelligent questions, or even to use your 
eyes effectively during the campus tour, you have to keep clearly 


in mind all the things you expect to get at your “ideal” college—

the things that add up to your reason for visiting this college 
rather than the one fifty miles away. You have probably decided, 
for example, whether you most prefer a full social life plus a 
general education, or the opportunity to develop a current in- 
terest into a career, or a chance to have rich experience with a 
number of subject areas before choosing one that strikes you as 
exciting. You have probably chosen between an all-girl and a 
coeducational college, and between a student body that is com- 
petitive and one that is easygoing. You probably know whether 
you want to spend your college years with friends from dancing- 
class days or with new and different kinds of people. 

You may want to join a sorority, or you may think that all 
sororities are snob-factories. You may want a rustic, isolated 
school, or one that plays host to visiting lecturers, theater 
groups, string ensembles and folk singers, or one that is in a 
bustling city. You may prefer teachers who stick to teaching or 
teachers who can start you on the rudiments of research. 

` In short, you have a pretty clear idea of what you want from 
a college, and the purpose of your visit is to find out whether the 
college has these things—and whether it may have other things 
that you haven't thought about. The problem is how to find out 
all this during a visit of only a few hours. 
What To Look for on the Campus When you check in at the ad- 
missions office, you will probably be sent off on a tour of the 
campus with a student guide. This can be the most valuable part 
of your visit. As you follow your guide from building to build- 
ing, cast a quizzical eye on the students. How are they dressed? 
Do they all look as though they're trying out as extras for a 
movie about college life, or do some of them look too engrossed in 
whatever they're doing or thinking to remember what they put 
on that morning? Does there seem to be a campus uniform— 
even if it consists of shorts or black tights or hairdos that come 
to a point—or is there a sprinkling of eccentrics, both conserva- 
tive and radical? And, although you can't do more than guess 
at this, do the students all seem to come from much the same 


background or do they differ as widely (continued on page 211)

It could be a tennis game, 
a brisk walk—any activity that will stimulate circulation and 
bring a glow to your cheeks. 2.Get a good night's sleep every 
night. One reason all models are strict early-to-bedders: they 
know skimping on sleep shows up instantly in their skin. Your 
skin renews itself while you sleep and needs time to do its 
job well. How much time? If you don't wake up feeling (and 
looking) fresh and bright-eyed each morning, more than you're 
getting.

This means daily help- 
ings of fruits, dairy prod-

lots of water too; avoid greasy foods, excess spices, sweets, 
pastries. 4. Be meticulous about cleanliness. Your skin is con- 
stantly shedding and renewing itself; dead skin is sloughed off 
as new skin forms. Frequent, thorough cleansing helps this proc- 
ess along. 5. Pamper your skin according to its individual needs. 
Use moisturizers for dry areas, astringent cleansers for oily 
areas (see the Dictionary at right). Smooth body lotion on legs 
after baths; apply hand cream or lotion after every washing; 
put bath oil in your tub—or on your skin before showering. 
PUT ON YOUR PRETTIEST FACE What type of make-up will make 
your skin look its loveliest? Cake make-up? A liquid base and 
powder? Foundation-and-powder in one? All three perhaps— 
for different occasions. Here’s a guide to help you choose. 


Liquid foundation provides a light protective film with fairly

good coverage. (Cover- 
age is the “hiding” qual- 
ity of amake-up.) There 
are two types: one is for 
normal or slightly oily 
skin; most of these dry 
to a slightly matte fin- 
ish, so it’s not absolutely 


necessary to powder af- 


ter. The second type is 
for dry skin: these are creamier, have more shine, need powdering. 
Foundation-and-powder in a tube gives about the same coverage 
as a liquid foundation plus a dusting of powder. It comes in 
cream or creamy liquid form; special types are available for 
dry, normal or oily skin. Some are medicated for problem skin. 
Foundation-and-powder in a compact gives light coverage with 
a powdered look, is a fast, handy, all-in-one make-up for purse. 
Cake make-up gives light to extra-heavy coverage depending on 
how you apply it. (The wetter your applicator sponge, the heavier 
the coverage.) It tends to be drying; if you want the coverage 
without the drying effect, use a moisturizer underneath make-up. 
Medicated make-ups come in liquid, tube and cake forms. These 
protect all skin types, aid problem skin by including ingredients 
to help dry up blemishes and guard skin against bacteria. 
Hypo-allergenic foundations (for all skin types) and powder 
have common irritants screened out, soothe skin which has 


allergic reactions (redness, bumps, etc.) to regular make-up.

First step is to remove every bit of make-up, surface oil and 
grime. Use soap and water, followed by a second “washing” with 
one of the special cleansers described at right—a clear liquid 
if skin is oily, a cream or lotion cleanser if skin is dry or sensi- 
tive. With liquid cleanser, moisten a cotton pad; keep using 
fresh cotton and more cleanser until the cotton finally comes 
away absolutely clean. Now stir the herb leaves into the bowl 
of boiling water and steam your face for five minutes to clean 
pores deeply. Close your eyes and hold your face near enough to 
feel the steam without being uncomfortable. If skin is oily, 
use cleansing liquid again after steaming. (Skip this step if 
skin is sensitive or troubled.) Finish with a facial mask to tighten 
up pores and give skin a wonderful allover glow and smoothness. 
SKIN PROBLEMS: ACNE 
Technically, even a mild 
case of blackheads with 
occasional blemishes is 
acne. And though mild 
cases are usually fairly 
easy to control, neglect 
can cause the condition 


to become serious. At 


the first sign of trouble 
follow this daily treatment: First, scrub hands, then rub soap 
between them till you’ve worked up a good, rich lather; using 
fingertips, gently massage lather all over face for a few minutes. 
Rinse with hot water, then with cool water. Do this twice a day. 
If you see a pimple starting, try to stop it by applying a solution 
of equal parts of alcohol and water on a bit of cotton. Hold the 
cotton to the area for about half an hour, changing to fresh 
cotton every five minutes. You should do this twice a day, after 
cleansing. Never squeeze blackheads or try to open pimples— 
and keep your hands away from your face; acne spreads by 
contact. What causes it? The causes are not definitely pinpointed, 
but here are some of the contributing factors: hormonal changes 
in the body during adolescence, overproductive oil glands, faulty 
diet, a neglected case of dandruff (continued on page 211) 


A DICTIONARY OF BEAUTY MAKERS What they mean (to you) 


and how they can help your personal skin-care routine. 
ASTRINGENTS AND SKIN FRESHENERS A last step to cleansing, 
these whisk off final traces of make-up, remove any left-over film 
from soap or creamy cleansers and stimulate circulation. Fresh- 
eners are for dry or normal skin ; astringents are stronger cousins 
to fresheners, should be used on oily skin only. 

CLEANSERS are specially formulated to gently and thoroughly 
remove make-up and surface grime as well as secretions of the 
oil and. sweat glands. There are two main types, creamy and clear 
liquid, each designed. to treat different skin types and problems. 
CREAMY CLEANSERS The rich cold creams are good for dry skin. 
The creamy lotions come in special types for dry or normal skin. 
Tissue or rinse off after using. 

CLEAR LIQUID CLEANSERS are especially good for oily or prob- 
lem skin. In addition to cleansing, they help check oiliness, protect 
against surface bacteria and soothé minor skin irritations. They 
have a mildly astringent action, need no after-rinse. 
CLEANSING GRAINS help loosen superficial blackheads, slough off 
dead skin and brighten the complexion. They may be used daily 
if you have oily skin; once or twice a week for other skin types. 
FACIAL MASKS can tighten the pores, stimulate the skin to a 
nice but temporary glow (an ideal beauty boost before a special 
date), coax out blackheads, firm the skin and absorb surface 
oils and grime. Some masks are designed for problem skin, some 
are general beautifiers; read labels and directions carefully. 
MOISTURIZERS help prevent dryness by guarding the skin’s nat- 
ural dewiness from evaporation caused by sun, wind and hot-house 
winter living. They’re greaseless, can be worn invisibly all day 
under make-up or without make-up, should be an all-season beauty 
aid for girls with dry or combination (partly dry) skin. 

NIGHT CREAMS protect dry and normal skin, softening outer lay- 
ers, giving skin a smoother feeling and inhibiting loss of mois- 
ture. Skin can absorb only a certain amount. If you usually go 
to bed with a layer of “goo” on, try this: cream face and wait 
half an hour; if no cream remains, use more; if a lot of cream 


remains on skin, use less next time till just a film remains.

C. I am just sick. Here's why. I’m a senior, quite popular 
with boys. I'd noticed recently, however, that some (in fact most) 
of my used-to-be girl friends have been avoiding me and not 
including me anymore. Even my best friend stopped talking to 
me entirely and I couldn't find out why. Yesterday I spoke to one 
of my friends (I thought) about it and she told me I was talking 
too much about boys and also about myself. Well! This was a 
complete shock because I had not realized at all that I was guilty 
of this. Could you tell me how to win these girls back (boys are 
no problem)? What makes it worse, I just got my braces off after 
nearly five years. The girls didn't even notice (I was so happy I 
could have jumped for joy). The boys made their usual masculine 
fuss over the whole thing, but it hurt me that the girls didn't 
say a word. I'm desperate. 

A; A sudden devastating glimpse of ourselves as others see 
us, painful as it is, can, happily, be turned to produce its own 
“cure.” For even if the view they have of us isn’t wholly accu- 
rate, nevertheless it is their view, and the first step is to find 
out why they hold it. 

Your girl friends are probably a bit envious of your popularity 
with boys. In the high school years, most girls are constantly 
measuring themselves against others. If someone—particularly 
their own friend—seems to be more popular (ie) considered more 
attractive) their shaky self-assurance sinks. To hide their hurts 
and doubts about themselves, they may turn on—or away from— 
their friend in anger; sometimes they attempt to restore the bal- 
ance by magnifying her faults. If your friends do feel that you 
have outpaced them, can you see how each mention of your dating 
activities would seem like a “rubbing it in’—even if you never 
thought of it that way? Their silent treatment of the removal of 
your braces may have been their way of retaliating. (You can be 
quite sure they did notice—perhaps even feared that with braces 
gone, your popularity would soar higher!) 

On the other hand, you may actually (if unwittingly) have 
been guilty of centering conversation too much on your own inter- 
ests, causing the girls to think you weren't much concerned with 
theirs. In talking about who asked you to the prom and what Bob 
said on last Friday's date, you may be, in effect, reassuring your 
inner self: “It is true—I’m really making it!“ Naturally, your 
success is of more interest to you than to your girl friends! 

If you want their friendship, you must convince them that you 
are still genuinely interested in them. Try asking one or two to 
have a soda or go to the library with you. Make a special effort 
to ask about their dates and activities. If they aren't dating, find 
other topics in which they are interested: After all, isn't that how 
you get along so well with boys? Though girls know they're not 


quite so exciting to other girls and are more or less “in the family,"

they don't like to be taken for granted any more than boys do. To 
nurture friendship with either sex, even if you use different words 


and signs, there's still one basic rule: let them know you care! 


Са. Can a friendship go on too long? Diane and I have been 
intimate friends since grade school and both of us are now fresh- 
men at the same college. Just this year I have admitted to myself 
that she annoys and depresses me whenever I am with her. I feel 
ashamed because the things which annoy me seem so insignificant 
—the way she blinks her eyes nervously at times, her obsession 
with getting good grades. She does have good qualities: she is in- 
telligent and “‘true-blue.” She still looks on me as her closest friend. 
I feel so insincere. Somehow I think she must derive a degree of 
security from our friendship and I probably do myself. She has 
never made friends—girls or boys—easily, whereas I have no 
trouble.

TALKS TO. TEENS 


A noted author warns you that any novel worth the reading is guaranteed to shake you up! 


[hey Won't Make You Normal 


A fourteen-year-old boy I know once asked 
me, *Why bother reading novels?" He had been 
having to spend much of his summer plowing 
through some long books assigned to him by his : 
school, and I suppose he was crabbing as much 
as inquiring. Nevertheless, his question is finally 
an intelligent one, as are many crabby questions 
that begin, “Why. bother—?" Young people who 
want to take themselves seriously have a right 
to ask “Why?” and “What for?” about any 
human activity, and particularly, I would think, about those 
activities that adults always suggest are “good for them.” 

Novel reading isn’t “good for you” anyway. Brushing your 
teeth is good for you; eating raw vegetables is good for you; 
keeping your feet dry is good for you, et cetera, et cetera. What 
is normally considered good for teen-agers is what keeps your 
temperature normal, your behavior normal, and above all, your 
attitudes normal, safe and unexplosive. Beware of the man 
(or woman) who tells you, “Do it because it is good for you"; 
often the only person it is good for is him (or her). 

Why I heartily recommend to you the reading of novels (and 
the writing of them, if you are feeling game) is that, according 
to the standards of “normalcy,” it is undoubtedly bad for you. 
Novels do not pussyfoot around. They can leave you sulky, angry, 
fearful and desperate. They can leave you dissatisfied with the 
life you are living: sometimes, upon finishing a book, you can't 
help but dislike yourself—for being smug or narrow or callous 
or unambitious, for sharing in any of the hundreds of ways in 
which we are all of us without feeling or without understanding. 
Novels can make you skeptical and doubting—of your friends, of 
your family, of your religion, of your country; they can reveal 
to you that the kind of person you happen to be or think you want 
to be isn't really worth being. If you want to do what is good for 
you, please don't read novels. Or if you simply have to, read 
popular novels of the sort that suggest that if you are a good 
person you will be happy and loved, and if you are a bad person 
you will go to an early grave. 

Now it isn't my intention to suggest that novels have “mes- 


sages" and that you should read only the ones with whose 


“messages” I concur. Young people (and old 
people) who ask me if I write because I have a 
message tempt me to reply: *No, that is why I 
send telegrams.” A writer of fiction is not a min- 
ister giving a sermon or a parent giving advice. 
Fiction isn't simply another way of telling people 
.. how to behave—at least, not fiction written by 
mature people for other mature people to read. 
I am afraid that the reader has missed the thrill 
of novel-reading if he comes away from a book 
saying, “Тһе writer is trying to tell us that we should all do this, 
or we shouldn't do that." The writer is not trying to tell us what 


we should and should not do; hopefully, he is trying to reveal 


: what it is we do do, and do not do. 


That is why I indicated earlier that the reading of a novel 
may be an upsetting experience. For as you probably know, the 
reasons we offer ourselves to explain our daily actions to our- 
selves may not always be the reasons that are driving us to act. 
Sometimes we deliberately deceive ourselves; sometimes we 
deliberately deceive others; sometimes we are blind to the cause 
and the consequence of what we are doing. Life is not simply 
choosing to do what is good and choosing not to do what is bad, 
for there are times in the life of a boy or a girl, or a man or a 
woman, when despite all the best intentions, he cannot tell which 
is which. To have to live is to have to take a chance. Sorry, but 
that is the condition that we are saddled with. And since it is, 
we might as well try to understand it—and that is why some 
people write novels, and why other people read them. 

Of course, this is also why people read and write books on 
philosophy, religion, art, history, psychology and physics, books 
that are not novels, but which inform us deeply about the charac- 
ter of man and the nature of our world. I wouldn't want to 
conclude with any of you imagining that the novelist's ultimate 
goal is to transmit information. That is what an encyclopedia does 
or a newspaper. It is not the facts of life alone that concern the 
novelist, it is the feel of life. Whatever his style, his setting or 
his subject, his task as a writer is to pursue the mysteries of life 
to their very source. At least, to try to. It does not matter, either, 


if the reader cannot, as the expression (continued on page 208)

Tunnel out cake as follows: insert 
paring knife (a serrated edge is 
best) straight down into top sur- 
face of cake about one-half inch 
from outer edge. Cut all around 
cake, keeping half-inch margin. 
Next cut around center hole, stay- 
ing half-inch from edge. (Don't 
cut through bottom of cake.) Gently 
tear out center section — leaving 
just outer shell. Tear removed cake 
into small pieces and set aside. 
Drain thawed strawberries, reserv- 
ing syrup in a saucepan. Sprinkle 
gelatine over syrup to soften. Bring 
to a boil over medium heat, stirring 
constantly. Remove from heat, cool; 
refrigerate until mixture mounds. 
Beat until light and fluffy, then 
beat one cup of the cream until soft 
peaks form. Fold gelatine mixture 
into cream, then fold in cake pieces 
and drained strawberries. Turn 
mixture into tunnel of cake. Whip 
remaining cream to frost cake top 
and sides. Garnish with straw- 
berry slices. Refrigerate six hours 
or overnight. Serves ten to twelve.

Fit bottom crust into a nine-inch 
pie plate. For the top crust, make 
eight lattice strips, then cut out 
tiny flowers from leftover scraps 
with a scalloped cookie cutter. 
Drain blueberries, reserving one- 
half cup syrup. Combine syrup 
with sugar, cornstarch, nutmeg, 
lemon juice and salt. Turn drained 
blueberries into unbaked pie shell; 
pour syrup mixture over blue- 
berries. Dot with butter. Add lat- 
tice top, spacing strips wide apart 
in both directions. Press ends of 
strips to bottom crust, fold rim of 
bottom crust over and flute. Place 
tiny flower pastries in squares be- 
tween the lattice strips as pictured 
on page 169. Brush surface of crust 
with beaten egg yolk mixed with 
a little water. (This gives the pastry 
a warm, gold color during baking.) 
Bake at 425°F. (moderate oven) for 
about forty minutes or until the 
crust turns a golden brown. Cool and 
serve. Makes seven full portions.

ourselves out in various roles. I 
was in turn Launcelot, Arthur, Gala- 
had, Gawayne. Quarrels and feuds 
broke out when it was time to de- 
cide who was really to be which; and 
our playground, which was a deep 
sandy pit behind the dunes, rang 
with cries as we contested the right 
to be for all time the embodiment 


of this knight or that. Girls wept 


and screamed as they argued the 
right to be Guinevere. Finally, rea- 
son prevailed, thanks to a boy 
named Harry Grimes. 

Though quiet and seemingly shy, 
Harry Grimes had qualities of 
leadership that asserted themselves 
in a crisis. At his suggestion it was 
agreed that we hold a solemn con- 
clave in which we would elect, as 
the college of cardinals elected a 
pope, the boy or girl best suited, by 
character, temperament and appear- 
ance, for each of the leading roles.

A majority won, even if 
it was a majority of two. Harry 
Grimes lacked but one vote (his 
own, probably) for unanimous elec- 
tion as Launcelot. Mine was the 
only election that was unanimous. 

I had achieved my deepest de- 
sire. I was Sir Galahad. 

Awed by my triumph, trembling 
with the sense of my own un- 
worthiness, I went to the house and 
extracted my flag from under it. 
Then I went to the dune and raised 
it on the crest, so that when there 
was a wind it would be fully flown 
and everyone could see my em- 
blem, the Holy Grail. 

Guinevere was April Collins. 
Only a jealous or spiteful girl 
would have voted against her. Two 
had. Guinevere was a better name 
for her than April, for, of course, 
she had been often laughed at for 
her name and must have been 
tempted to change it to May or 
June. Her election as Guinevere 
entitled her to a certain respect 


that included even acceptance of 
her other name. 

Harry Grimes, now Sir Launce- 
lot, was now Guinevere's protector. 
Since he had long been April's 
bashful admirer, he was aided and 
encouraged by the weight of duty 
and, in the course of another sum- 
mer, overcame his awkwardness 
and natural pre-adolescent reluc- 
tance to take a girl seriously. He and 
April became aligned in a formal, 
almost silent courtship in which 
they stood side by side, sometimes 
hand in hand, gazing in wonder not 
at each other but together at the 
world. 

April, just turned twelve, was 
springlike: long-legged, golden 
haired, golden brown from the sun, 
taut and precise in her movements.

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sophisticated ways, clung to the old 
ways in summer. She tramped the 
woods with Harry, rode horseback 
with him, hunted and fished with 
him. We were sixteen now, and I, 
who much preferred to read or ex- 
periment with verse or, with grudg- 
ing acknowledgment of the need 
for sports, play tennis, refused to 
leave them alone.

example. Instead, do it the easy way. First, pick the proper paint. 


For walls and ceilings it's flat paint with a latex, oil or alkyd 


resin base. Latex is simplest for beginners—it goes on smoothly, 
and spills and splatters can be wiped up with water. Painting 
over wallpaper? Use látex paint. Doors and woodwork call for 
oil or alkyd resin base enamel. (You have a choice of gloss, semi- 


gloss or eggshell finishes here.) For floors, use floor enamel. 


HOW MUCH PAINT should 
you buy?

sometimes even a week before, 
what you're going to work on. You 
have so much time between scenes 
that you can even learn your lines 
on the set. I got along great with 
Ann-Margret, too. We found we 
were a lot alike. Both of us loosen 
up after we know people, then we 
kid around. I do funny things, little 
jokes, imitations. I get real re- 
laxed. After we started working, 
the picture went so well that 
Columbia expanded our roles, Ann- 
Margret's and mine; I was origi- 
nally supposed to work a ten-week 
schedule; it stretched out to 
twenty-one. 

“Everybody at the studio was 
great to me. George Sidney, the 
director, would take me aside and 
explain everything. There wasn’t 
any pressure at all. It’s not like 
television where everything has to 
go snap, snap!” Bobby snaps his 
fingers. “In movies you've got time 
to do things.”

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doing imitations of people I saw 
on it, comedians mostly, like Red 
Skelton and Jerry Lewis. I love 
comedians. My father began tak- 
ing me to clubs around Philadel- 
phia for guest appearances. 

“Then he took me to audition for 
Paul Whiteman. He had a TV show 
that used teen-age talent, and I 
went on when I was about nine. At 
his suggestion I shortened my 
name from Ridarelli to Rydell. I 
was with the show for a year or so 
until it went off. I've still got a 
great collection of 45 rpm records 
from when I was on the show. I've 
got Artie Shaw doing his theme 
song, Nightmare. I don't think any 
of the other kids have that. 

“А few years later I was part of 


a group called Rocco and the. 


Saints. Frankie Avalon was in it 
too. I was around fifteen then, and 
we were on the same bill at a New 
Jersey nightclub as a group called 
Dave Apple and his Applejacks. 
Frankie Day played bass in that 
group. It's funny"—Bobby smiles 
at his manager—"the Applejacks 
were billed at the top, and we 
brought up the bottom." 

Frankie didn't see Bobby until 
one day when it rained so hard that 
he stayed in the club between 
shows. “Bobby caught my eye," 
Frankie says, “because of his great 
talent. He had it, and I wanted to 
work with him. Until then, I'd been 
happy doing what I was doing as 
a musician. I thought I would be 
doing the same thing for the rest 
of my life.” Frankie approached 
Bobby’s parents and secured per- 
mission to take over as his man- 
ager. He began teaching him voice 
projection and how to hold an 


audience’s attention onstage. At 
first he took Bobby to audition for 
established recording companies. 

“They wouldn’t have any of me,” 
Bobby exclaims. “Then we tried to 
set up our own company but that 
fell apart. Finally, we got together 
with Cameo Records, with whom 
I’ve been ever since. We spent the 
next two or three years going out 
on promotion trips all through the 
Middle West and New England, 
plugging sides like Please Don’t Be 
Mad; All I Want Is You; For You, 
For You; Kissin’ Time. You re- 
member that old Pontiac?” 

Frankie remembers. “We did 
things that were crazy when you 
look back at them, but it worked 
out. Every other week, Bobby used 
to take Friday and Monday off 
from school. I worked it out with 
his teachers at Bishop Newman 
High School in Philadelphia on 
the basis of his doing the work be- 
fore he went, and we'd drive all 
night and go around to the differ- 
ent disk jockeys. The tires were 
worn down all the way, I'd have 
about three dollars in my pocket, 
but off we'd go. We used to hit the 
deejays on the weekends; during 
the week I'd try to make some 
money." 

Within a couple of years, Bobby's 
records began to sell and he be- 
came a local celebrity. (As of this 
writing he has made eight albums 
on the Cameo label; the movie 
sound track of Bye Bye Birdie 
will be issued by rca Victor.) 
He noticed during his personal ap- 
pearances that “а lot of the kids 
seemed to like the ^wow-wows' and 
‘ha ha’s’ that gave me my special 
‘sound. (continued on page 202)

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He adds, When I went to a movie 
or walked down the street, people 
turned to stare at me. It made me 
feel kind of weird." 

“But Bobby's career hasn't shot 
up like a rocket," Frankie says. 
“He’s had a steady, solid rise. 
There's a foundation under it. I 
didn't want to do anything too ra- 
pidly.His nightclub career was care- 
fully planned. I got the best talent 
in the business to teach him how to 
move, to work out his arrange- 
ments, to write special material. 
But he's a success not because of a 


.smart manager or a good arranger 


or anything like that; it's mainly 
because he's got talent." 

Frankie adds, “Another thing 
that has helped is that Pennsyl- 
vania and California are the only 
two states in the union where the 
court appoints a guardian to oversee 
all income until the performer 
comes of age. It has taken all the 
responsibility off my shoulders. I'm 
setting up a business manager and 
all the rest of it. When he comes 
of age and the time for the shift 
comes, it will be a smooth transition. 

“Гуе surrounded Bobby with 
good people who have pleasant per- 
sonalities. They've got to be right; 
otherwise he can't be right. It af- 
fects you, the people around you. 
But when you live with one an- 
other so closely, things are bound 
to get frayed at the edges once in a 
while. It’s been plenty rough оп 
occasion, but the thing that has 
saved us all is Bobby's father. He's 
always been in there to smooth 
things out when it's come to the 
screaming stage, and it has. I've 
never seen Bobby's father angry or 
even ruffied.” 

Bobby says, "My father was a 
foreman in a machinist shop for 
twenty years, but he's through now. 
I make enough to take care of 
things. Last year he went on as my 
road manager. He's forty-seven or 
eight, I guess, but he looks about 
thirty. We're like brothers. He's 
great. Sometimes he travels with 
me, but my mother usually stays 
home. We live with my grandpar- 
ents. After I'm twenty-one (this 
April 26), I want to buy a house 
for all of us." 

Bobby’s preliminary build-up 
was so impressive that New York’s 
Copacabana signed him to appear 
even before his nightclub act (built 
on his impersonations, his drums 
and his vocals) had worked its way 
around the country. “My voice is 
baritone now, but in the beginning 
it was much higher,” Bobby says. 
“I used to do imitations of all sorts 
of people from Sammy Davis, Jr. 
on, ending up with Johnnie Ray’s 
Little White Cloud That Cried. As 
my voice deepened, I gradually 
shifted over from imitations to 
singing.” 

Now ту personalities like Red 
Skelton, Perry Como, Jack Benny 
and Dick Clark are all requesting 
Bobby Rydell as a guest star—and 
he recently filmed the pilot show 
for his own ту series, Rockabye the 
Infantry. The theater beckoned too. 

“About a year and a half ago,” 
Frankie says, “we were in Chicago 
and we got a wire to hop a plane 
and fly to New York immediately 
for an audition. We didn’t know 
what it was all about. We got off 
the plane and went to the theater; 
they said not to worry, all they 
wanted was to have Bobby sing 
some songs onstage with the piano. 
The lights were up and I couldn’t 
even see who was in the audience. 
When it was over, Jule Styne, the 


composer of scores for shows like 
Gentlemen Prefer Blondes and 
Gypsy, rushed up and threw his 
arms around Bobby. He was being 
auditioned for Do Re Mi, a Phil 
Silvers musical. They wanted him 
for an eighteen-month contract. But 
it was the wrong thing to do. It 
would have tied him up just as he 
was picking up steam and I turned 
it down. Later they rewrote the 
part for a girl. 

Bobby's contract with Columbia 
says that he doesn’t have to do any 
juvenile delinquent or rock and roll 
pictures. It’s a kind of script ap- 
proval. When ‘Birdie’ came along, 
that seemed right for his first pic- 
ture. Janet Leigh, Dick Van Dyke, 
Ann-Margret, George Sidney, Onna 
White, the choreographer—” 

Bobby cuts in, “I don’t do any tap 
dancing or anything like that, but 
Onna taught me how to move, 
loosened me up.” 

“Johnny Green in charge of 
the music, top names, top talent,” 
Frankie continues. “They may end 
up with a bomb, but at least we 
stand a chance.” 

In the past several years, Bobby, 
who still drops in on disk jockeys 
around the country, has traveled 
from coast to coast for one-night 
stands and played overseas engage- 
ments in both Europe and the Far 
East. “I loved Hong Kong,” he says, 
"but the place I like best of all is 
Copenhagen. It is great! People ask 
me why and I don't know. I was on 
a bill there in which I followed 
some guy with a singing motor- 
cycle." He laughs. “He’d bring the 
cycle on and gun the engine so you 
could pick out a melody. Denmark 
is a terrific country. I get around 
a little and do some sightseeing 
when I'm touring." 

Frankie says thoughtfully, “It’s 
been a four-pronged push—rec- 
ords, nightclubs, Tv and acting in 
movies, and it seems to be working 
out okay. There are only a few peo- 
ple who have made the transition 
from a teen-age audience to an 
adult audience without losing the 
teen-agers. Elvis Presley is one; 
he's a phenomenon of show busi- 
ness. Bobby Darin has lost the teen- 
age audience; now he's trying to 
get it back. I think Bobby Rydell 
will be able to make the transition 
too. You know,” he adds, “I believe 
that there is an enormous pool of 
talent everywhere that is never 
tapped. In Philadelphia, there is a 
great deal of musical exposure— 
nightclubs, Dick Clark's show, 
things like that—enough exposure 
to give the talent, always there, a 
chance. Look at the people who 
have come from Philadelphia, from 
Mario Lanza and Eddie Fisher to 
Buddy Greco, Frankie Avalon and 
Bobby. 

“Гуе had college," he continues, 
*so I'm a little prepared for some 
of this. But I've found I've had to 
grow along with Bobby to meet all 
the things that have come up and 
have had to be taken care of. You 
know, there's a very thin line be- 
tween being a genius and being an 
idiot. Things have worked out 
pretty well, and we're coming 
along, but it could just as easily 
have gone the other way. More 
easily, in fact." 

Bobby adds, *Yeah, when you've 
made it the hard way, and put your 
time in, if you are lucky enough to 
be successful, it doesn't go to your 
head the way it does with some 
people. 

"I know what it's like."

than one branch of the arts and 
confine workshops and seminars in 
music, painting, playwriting ог 
whatever to half of the day, leav- 
ing the rest free for sports. Not 
surprisingly, the level of talent and 
interest runs high among those who 
choose a “creative” camp, but it's 
rarely necessary that your feeling 
for the arts be coupled with pro- 
fessional aspirations. At the Gray 
Gables Theatrical Workshop in Os- 
sining, New York, for example, 
campers present two shows a sea- 
son which draw large crowds and 
high praise, but the teen-age di- 
rector or star is more likely to be 
planning a career in engineering 
than on the stage. And it’s camp 
policy for everyone to audition for 
all types of roles. A dancer (who 
plans a college major and career 
in political science) explains that 


"singing for a director when you 


have no voice at all can boost your 
confidence." It gave her enough to 
run for school office. 

Work camps are based on the prem- 
ise that working hard at something 
interesting and worthwhile can be 
far more exciting and satisfying 
than a summer of play“! - and en- 
thusiastic reports from teen-agers 
who've paid for the privilege of 
harvesting crops or pouring con- 
crete bear the theory out. Private 
work camps such as Buck's Rock in 
Connecticut and the Shaker Village 
Work Group in Massachusetts are 
self-sufficient communities in which 
the definition of “work” is as broad 
as it is in any non-camp society. 
Usually there is a farm and dairy 


which campers run for their own 
consumption, often selling surplus . 
produce to local townspeople. Nec- 

essary construction, such as a new 
crafts shop or theater, is done by 
the campers whenever possible, and 
for those of different persuasions, 
work means getting out a news- 
paper, experimenting in a science 
lab, beekeeping, cabinet-making, 
tree surgery and a host of other 
undertakings. Organizational work 
camps, like those sponsored by the 
American Friends Service Commit- 
tee and by various religious groups, 
are formed for specific projects— 
building a meeting hall on an In- 
dian reservation, refurbishing a 
deserted church—in communities 
where they are needed. They cost 
much less than private camps and 
the workday is longer (about six 
hours as against half a day), 
but since many campers become 
totally absorbed in their projects, 
the distinction between work and 
play is often unnoticed anyway. 
Study and travel “camps” are often 
based on private school campuses 
or just “on the road,” as in the ex- 
cellent teen-age programs of the 
American Youth Hostels and sev- 
eral large travel agencies, but many 
do have unique programs or locales. 
Arista Student Travel’s new Edu- 
cational Holiday will offer about 
ahundred boys and girls the chance 
to *camp out" at the Castle Harbour 
Hotel in Bermuda, devote their 
mornings to two or more courses 
(English, French, Spanish or math) 
and be free for sports and sightsee- 
ing the rest (continued on page 206)

of the day. An optional Saturday 
morning "class" to review former 
College Board exams, special lan- 
guage tables in the dining room, a 
typing course, and participation in 
the hotel's entertainment program 
are all part of the plan. 

Less posh, but sure to be appre- 
ciated when school starts again, is a 
summer at one of the Syracuse Uni- 
versity reading camps. Designed to 
improve the reading and study 
speed and skill of average students, 
the schedules at both Pinebrook 
and Sagamore require three hours 
of classwork a day, plus an evening 
reading hour—which still leaves 
time for sports, socializing and ex- 
ploring the lakes and woodland 
areas of what were once summer 
estates of the very wealthy. 

Summer Camps in Europe wraps 
up travel, camping and study into 
an appealing package, which starts 
at a European camp in France or 
Switzerland, where about seventy 
percent of the campers are not 
American. In addition to the regu- 
lar camp sports program, courses in 
French (the official camp language) 
and in other languages and subjects 
are available. Weekly visits to 
nearby places of interest are in- 
cluded, and longer trips throughout 
western Europe may be taken dur- 
ing or after the eight-week season. 

A summer with a foreign flavor 
can also be had on native shores. 
Les Chalets Francais in Deer Isle, 
Maine, for instance, combines a full 
range of land and water sports with 
language instruction, and most girls 
rate their progress en francais above 
normal—there's something about 
speaking French on a volleyball 
court that makes it seem far less 
"foreign" than it does at school. 

If your pioneer spirit or scientific 
urge to explore is strong, you'll find 
the Turquoise Trail Expedition a 
fascinating way to spend the sum- 
mer. From a base camp in the Zuni 
mountains near Thoreau, New 
Mexico, campers make several mo- 
tor caravan trips, exploring the 
mountains, canyons and desert 
country of the southwest. Besides 
the spectacular scenic attractions, 
there is a wealth of ancient ruins, 
indigenous flora and fauna, rocks, 
minerals, volcanic craters and cul- 
tures on which budding natural- 
ists, archeologists, journalists, pho- 
tographers,  anthropologists and 
geologists can test their skills. 
Other special camps. The Chase 
Tennis Center in Westtown, Penn- 
sylvania, is a camp designed for ab- 
solute beginners, junior champions 
and everyone in between...every- 
one who likes tennis. Four hours of 
play and instruction a day are 
standard, and trips to nearby ten- 
nis tournaments (which campers 
are encouraged to enter) are made 
frequently. For a change of pace, 
there are a speed-reading course, a 
musical theater group and other 
sports to choose from. The Chase 
Tennis Center in Bermuda makes 
its debut this summer: for five 
weeks campers will live in tents 
(it's cooler), divide their day be- 
tween water sports and tennis with 
coaching by Welby Van Horn, well- 
known for his ability to produce 
teen-age champions.

It offers a complete ground training 
program taught by personnel cer- 
tified by the Federal Aviation 
Agency, plus twelve hours of solo 
instruction to those old enough. 


Diamond Village also has an Eng- 
lish and a western riding program, 
ranch and farm projects, accredited 
summer school courses, a theater 
and arts program and most sports— 
in case you change your mind about 
aviation. 

At Camps All-American in Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin, cheerleading, 
twirling and drum majoring are 
the order of the day, and you can 
sign up for a one- or two-week ses- 
sion: plenty of time to pick up a 
football season's worth of new 
cheers, chants, stunts, tumbling and 
twirling styles. 


Finding a camp 


There are also journalism camps, 
science camps, camps which spe- 
cialize in spelunking, canoe trips, 
hiking, trampolining . . . the possi- 
bilities are infinite. Many times, 
you'll hear of a camp that's right 
for you by word of mouth—in an 
amateur theater group, an art class, 
from your music teacher, at the 
yacht club or wherever you like to 
spend your time. If no such hints 
are forthcoming, the American 
Camping Association (Martinsville, 
Indiana) and the Association of 
Private Camps (55 West 42 Street, 
New York 36, New York) can pro- 
vide extensive listings of summer 
camps (arranged by location) al- 
though many excellent camps don't 
belong to any associations. Your 
school or community library has 
reference books (the Sargent Guide 
to Summer Camps lists them by 
type and location), and magazine 
and newspaper advertisements, Y's, 
the Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls and 
other local youth organizations, 
your travel agent or church are all 
good sources of information. To 
learn more about camps mentioned 
here, write to them directly.

goes, “sympathize with the charac- 
ters" or "identify" with them. For it 
is not the reader's job to put limita- 
tions upon the writers imagina- 
tion, but the writer's job to liberate 
the imagination of the reader. If I 
am permitted to write only about 
what the reader can bring himself 
to sympathize with, then how can I 
ever get the reader to see that 
there is perhaps more to life than 
what his eyes reveal to him? What 
is crucial to the novelist is not the 
reader's sympathy, but his belief. 
Even when you read of characters 
who are in no way like what you 
consider yourself to be, and of 
events unlike any you may yet 
have lived through, you should be 
able to say, “Ah yes, that is true, 
that is the way that it is." 

You should be able to say this, to 
be sure, only if the novelist has 
done his job. And now, I should 
like to have the pleasure of pre- 
senting to you a list of ten novels 
in which I think the novelists have 
done their job. They are the kinds 
of novels that are decidedly not 
good for you—they won't make you 
“normal”—and that is why I want 
to recommend them. If you want to 
read books showing that life is all 
honey and roses, and tra-la-la, it's 
eternally spring, then you might 
just as well read no further.

I do not know if these are “books 
for teen-agers” because that is not 
how I think of books. I do not know 
if they are books for young men or 
books for. young women, for I don’t 
think that in reading that distinc- 
tion is an important one, once you 
are on your way to maturity. What 
I do know is that these are novels 
which deal with human beings 
seeking to discover (because life 
forces you to discover) what it is to 
be a human being. Some of the 
characters in these books find out, 
if not what it is to be human, at 
least what it is not to be; their 
stories are not pleasant or “light,” 
nor do they have happy endings. I 
do not know if every single teen- 
ager is going to understand every 
single page of every one of these 
books; I seriously doubt it. If you 
want to understand every page of a 


book, your best bet is to go back ' 


and read over the books you read 
two years ago. If you want to move 
ahead now, I hope you'll try one or 
two of the books I’ve suggested. 
Actually, what I hope is that you’ll 
try all ten.

emotional upsets, poor general phy- 
sical condition, infected teeth or 
tonsils and other infections, like 
colds. Blackheads appear first— 
caused by overproductive oil glands, 
which block up the oil-gland duct. 
The blocked secretion becomes 
waxy, turning dark through surface 
exposure to air. Bacteria multiply- 
ing underneath the blackheads 
cause pimples; scarring is caused 
by actual destruction of some of the 
surrounding tissue. If you have fre- 
quent, persistent blemishes you 
should see a dermatologist. One of 
the first things he will do is give

you a diet, which is an important 
part of the treatment. High on his 
list of things to avoid will be can- 
dies, pastries, malteds, fried foods, 
gravies, iodized salt, nuts, seafood, 
spicy foods, carbonated beverages. 
You will know on Wednesday if 
something you ate on Tuesday has 
caused a break-out; possibly you 
can eat some things (with no ill 
effects) that are taboo for another 
girl. And if you have an insatiable 
sweet tooth, there may be hope. A 
team of doctors at the University 
of Texas has found evidence to sug- 
gest that while sweets eaten be- 
tween meals can aggravate acne, 
desserts eaten right after meals 
don't cause trouble. However, you 
should follow the diet your doctor 
recommends. And remember, acne 
is usually a temporary condition.

in dress, appearance, income and 
color as a random group of people 
on Pennsylvania Avenue or Times 
Square? And finally, which do you 
prefer—similarity or contrast? 

Ask your guide where most of the 
students come from. More than a 
three-to-one ratio from the col- 
lege's own state may indicate, ex- 
cept in state universities, a pro- 
vincialism and sarneness that will 
fail to challenge you. On the other 
hand, the fact that the college 
boasts of having two students from 
India or one from Ghana doesn't 
guarantee a cosmopolitan spirit. 
Observe, if you can, whether the 
foreign students mix with the do- 
mestic product and whether they 
are really a part of college life. 

The bulletin boards in the stu- 
dent union can give you quite a few 
clues about student interests. Some 
boards are plastered with frater- 
nity and sorority doings; some 
overflow with long lists of lectures 
aimed at seniors and graduate stu- 
dents, and you may have to look 
hard for lively undergraduate no- 
tices. How much is there on activi- 
ties that you think would be fun— 
are there hiking or biking trips, or 
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dance groups or choirs, or visiting 
speakers who are going to talk 
about colloids or psychology or the 
history of jazz? 

Drop behind your guide to loiter 
at the snack bar in the student 
union and eavesdrop on a few con- 
versations—or, better, ask if you 
may lunch in the dining hall. Does 
the talk sound like a local version 
of carefully studied college jive or 
is it spontaneous and exciting and 
real enough to make you want to 
join in? Do some of the students 
look and sound as though they'd be 
fun to know? Obviously you won't 
get a fair sample from a few min- 
utes of listening, but your impres- 
sions may reinforce some of the 
other impressions you've picked 
up. One campus visitor decided not 
to apply for admission because, as 
she said, “The students seem too 
busy acting like college students to 
be real people." Another remarked, 
after a tour, “АП those sorority 
houses are just relics from forty 
years ago; the students don't seem 
to know they exist." 

Once you've caught up with the 
guide, start looking at the buildings 
again—the library, the labs, the 
athletic house—but don’t be naive 
about them. Remember that bright, 
shiny, expensive buildings have 
little to do with the quality of the 
teaching that goes on inside them. 
Some schools prefer to spend 
money on buildings and landscap- 
ing rather than on teachers’ sal- 
aries, and some state legislatures 
spend lavishly on buildings and 
then fail to attract good teachers. 
What's more, Radcliffe, Barnard, 
Carleton, Vassar, and a number of 
other first-rate schools look very 
unpretentious, if not downright 
shabby. Maybe they don't have to 
worry about appearances. 

Beautiful buildings are certainly 
no drawback provided something 
is going on inside them. Does the 
air-conditioned library have stu- 
dents in it—and do they look ab- 
sorbed in what they're doing or do 
they just want a pleasant place for 
chatting? Does that magnificent bi- 
ology lab have anyone working in 
it—even after hours? Is the cool 
marble of the new fine-arts build- 
ing warmed inside with the colors 
of student paintings and the sounds 
of student music? 

What To Spot in the Dorms 

If your guide seems intent on tell- 
ing you all about when each dorm 
was built, whom it was named after, 
how many students live in it, and 
what time lunch is served, register 
а polite smile, stop listening- and 
start looking. Do the living rooms 
look as spic and span as an eight- 
eenth-century drawing room or do 
they look lived in? Do the corridors 
look like a barracks just before in- 
spection or are they noisy with 
girls who seem to be enjoying 
school and each other? How about 
the rooms—are the walls hung with 
stolen “Мо Parking" signs or with 
peace-march placards, with auto- 
graphed stuffed animals or with 
tennis rackets, with "collegiate" 
banners or with Klee reproductions 
—or with a mixture of all of them? 
How much can you tell about the 
girls who live there—even though 
they're not in? 

Do the rooms have a look-alike 
flavor that stems from some cam- 
pus fad? Do some rooms look as 
though their occupants are gen- 
uine “kooks” (not imitation ones)? 
Peek into other open rooms as well 
as the ones your guide shows you. 
Check your (continued on page 213 ) 
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impressions against your prefer- 
ences. Will the dormitory make you 
feel at home—and is “at home" the 
way you really want to feel at col- 
lege? If tile baths and streamlined 
dorm kitchens are not the most im- 
portant things in your college life, 
draw your own conclusions if the 
guide insists on showing them to 
you at every turn. 


Questions and How To Ask Them 

While your guide is busy guiding, 
pepper her with questions. Is there 
a “big sister" system, and does this 
consist of a fall party and a couple 
of orientation lectures or can you 
depend on your big sister's inter- 
ested attention all term? How much 
help do you get from students and 
faculty in choosing a major, plan- 
ning your courses, finding part- 
time work, meeting boys, joining 
a drama group? Does everybody 
dress for dinner? What are the 
dormitory curfew rules? 

If the campus is a big one, with 
several colleges combined to make 
up a university, find out how sepa- 
rate each college is in its living 
arrangements and social life. At 
some schools the students and fac- 
ulty of each college develop a to- 
getherness that makes for the cozi- 
ness of a small college even though 
the university campus is a big one. 
Other schools have gone so far as 
to have majors in the same fields 
share the same dormitories, and 
this may strike you as a bit too con- 
fining. Ask, too, about the number 
of town students the college draws 
and whether “townies” share in the 
meals and the extracurricular ac- 
tivities. A school that regards the 
town students as a separate group 
is likely to be snobbish in other 
ways. 

Ask as many questions as you 
can think of. Remember that your 
guide is paid to answer your ques- 
tions, that she can give you 
straighter answers about the social 
life than the admissions officer, and 
that she's probably interested in 
college life and eager to help you 
or she would have some other kind 
of job. If you ask enough questions, 
some of them may provide rather 
unexpected information. One ap- 
plicant asked whether students 
were allowed to own cars. “Yes,” 
the guide replied, “unless they're 
on scholarship." The answer told 
the applicant enough about the 
Spirit of the college to make her 
decide against it. 

In general, the “among us girls” 
kind of question that you can ask 
the guide will tell you a great deal 
—especially if she seems to be your 
type. If she isn't, take what she 
says with a grain of salt and make 
sure that she isn't the type charac- 
teristic of the college. 

Attending a Class 

А number of colleges invite visit- 
ing applicants to attend a class— 
and many more will permit you to 
if you ask. Although you may feel 
a bit shy about barging in, this is 
really your best chance to get a feel 
of the place. Choose a freshman 
class in a subject you like, and don't 
feel discouraged if a lot of what 
goes on is over your head. Remem- 
ber that the instructor won't call on 
you—and that the students are at 
least a year ahead of you and have 
been in class since the start of the 
semester. But if what goes on seems 
to be “baby stuff” or if the students 
just sit around waiting to be called 
on instead of participating actively 
or if the instructor looks as though 
he'd rather be doing something else, 
add your impressions to your total 
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score card, but remember that this 
one class may not be typical. 


Interviewing the Interviewer 

“I suppose its the pressure 
they're under," a director of ad- 
missions at a topflight midwestern 
college remarked, *but most of my 
applicants act like well-bred seven- 
year-olds at their first tea party. 
They simper and make polite, in- 
nocuous remarks and I simply can't 
Eet the feel of them as human 
beings." Being under pressure 
yourself makes it hard to keep in 
mind that the admissions officer is 
also under pressure: he is respon- 
sible for selecting the best possible 
applicants for the entering class, 
and to do this he needs to know all 
about you. His only chance to get to 
know you as a live person rather 
than as a folder of papers comes in 
the interview, and if you use it to 
show off your manners rather than 
your interests and personality, you 
will help neither him nor yourself. 

You can't, of course, show your 
interests by launching into an auto- 
biographical monologue, but you 
can do it very effectively by asking 
the right questions. Don't waste 
his time with trivial questions that 
are answered in the catalogue; con- 
centrate on nonroutine matters that 
really concern you: Must one major 
in French to take the junior year 
abroad or is an anthropology major 
also eligible? Can one get credit for 
a special course that will be given 
next summer at X University? Is it 
possible to take a combined major 
in mathematics and psychology in 
order to go on to graduate work in 
psychological statistics? How many 
of the school's graduates go on to 
get advanced degrees? : 

You may not get quick and easy 
answers to such questions, but they 
wil make a much better impres- 
sion than queries about student 
parking privileges or athletic fa- 
cilities. They will work, though, 
only if they are genuine. An ad- 
missions officer can spot a phony 
question as easily as a diamond cut- 
ter can spot a rhinestone. 

It doesn't hurt to ask about stu- 
dent employment or financial aid 
if you need it. Few colleges dis- 
criminate against an applicant on 
financial grounds, and your forth- 
rightness may count in your favor. 
You may even ask about your 
chances for admission. You won't 
get a definite answer, of course, 
but if you can back this question 
with some facts about your aver- 
ages and your SAT scores, you will 
probably get some honest advice 
about whether there is much point 
in your applying. Since there may 
be a limit to the number of applica- 
tions you can make, this question is 
worth asking. But the main point is 
to indicate by your questions that 
you have standards and interests 
and that you're not willing to go to 
just any old college for the sake of 
being in college. 

What the College Writes About Itself 

It is essential that you read the 
college catalogue or bulletin with a 
critical eye before you make your 
visit, because, despite their hand- 
some typography and crisp photo- 
graphs, catalogues can be quite 
confusing. The photographs are 
enticing — shade-dappled steps 
adorned with smiling, handsome 
students; a panorama of the college 
quad and its surrounding buildings. 
But almost every campus has its 
photogenic places, and most college 
students in the United States are 
reasonably (continued on page 215)

attractive. How do you distinguish 
one set of pictures from another? 

The catalogue will also contain 
a number of statements about the 
aim of the college—to develop “the 
creative spirit” or “the well- 
rounded, responsible citizen" who 
has *a firm foundation in the 
humanities and the social sciences" 
and “an abiding interest in the role 
of science in our society." But since 
every college says more or less the 
same thing, how can you tell them 
apart? A 

Some of this you can unravel by 
comparing a few significant facts 
and figures between one catalogue 
and the next. First, what is the 
ratio of faculty to students? The 
fewer students per faculty member, 
the more the college prizes good 
teaching—and the more individual 
attention you're likely to get—but 
make sure that the ratio includes 
teaching staff only and not the 
registrars, athletic coaches, gar- 
deners and others. Try to find out 
how many of the professors are on 
leave each year digging up remains 
in Peru or studying manuscripts in 
the British Museum. These men 
are probably fine scholars, but they 
can't be of much help to you. 

Secondly, look at the faculty list 
for the number and quality of the 
Ph.D.’s. In a good college substan- 
tially more than half of the teach- 
ing staff will have doctorates, but 
here again you need to read care- 
fully. Some older faculty members 
may lack the Ph.D. and still be 
excellent teachers, having joined 
the staff before the degree was as 
widespread. And do those who have 
Ph.D.'s get them from a wide range 
of reputable universities? If all the 
English instructors, for example, 
come from the same two or three 
universities, the department may 
be cliquish and narrow. And the 
college that prefers its own grad- 
uates for its teaching staff may be 
provincial. 


Planning Your Visit 


Obviously you haven't the time 
or the money to visit all the colleges 
which interest you. On the other 
hand, it isn't wise to decide that 
your mater's alma mater is the only 
place for you. The spirit of a col- 
lege can change a lot in twenty 
years, and comparisons are desir- 
able, for her sake as well as yours. 
After looking at catalogues, talk- 
ing with your guidance counselor, 
parents and friends, and doing a 
little private soul-searching, you 
may narrow your choices to three 
or four. These should be schools 
that you'd like very much to go to 
or that you feel reasonably com- 
fortable about getting into—prefer- 
ably both. Your purpose in visiting 
now becomes clear: you're going to 
see for yourself whether the col- 
lege is what you think it is—or 
whether the rumors and scuttle- 
butt you've heard about it are out 
of date, even if they once were 
accurate. 

At least three weeks ahead of 
time, write to the director of ad- 
missions for an appointment, giving 
him a preferred date and an alter- 
nate. Remember that the college 
calendar may differ from the one 
at your high school and that there's 
no point in visiting a college when 
it isn't in session. А morning ap- 
pointment is usually better if you 
want to attend a class or have lunch 
with the students; some schools 
have mainly lab courses in the 
afternoons. ` 

Dress for the interview as you 
would at your own school. Don't 
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wear your dangling earrings or a 
slinky dress. A college campus is 
always informal, and your most 
becoming shirtwaist or suit will 
make you feel inconspicuous but 
confident. 

If you can make one or two visits 
during your junior year, you will 
have more time to schedule your 
other visits and to digest what 
you've learned and make intelligent 
comparisons. You will probably 
find, after your visits, that you like 
more than one college. This is all to 
the good: your heart won't be 
broken if you're turned down by 
your first choice, and your second 
choice will look better to you when 
you remember all the nice things 
you've found out about it. You've 
tried it on, and you know it's going 
to fit.

together and attach to you some of 
their unfavorable opinions of her? 
If so, try to remember that devel- 
oping the courage to hold to your 
own standards of judgment will be 
more important to you in the long 
run than either the saving of an old 
friendship or the making of new 
ones. Take another look. Do Diane’s 
good qualities still mean something, 
not just in the abstract but to you? 
If you say yes, then as your own 
inner security grows, her irritating 
traits will probably recede again 
and become less significant to you. 
That doesn’t mean you should 
cling to her like a shadow. This 
might be a good time for both of 
you to branch out, in any case: 
Could you suggest to her frankly 
that you think you should each try 
some activities separately? She 
might join one campus club and 
you another. That way each of you 
can develop your own individuality 
and interests. Involvement in get- 
ting out the yearbook, for example, 
may make it easier for her to find 
new friends too; yet you can still 
plan to spend some time together 
and each will know that the other 
is “there” when you need the com- 
fort of someone tried and true.

Jon and I see each 
other just a few times a week, 
sometimes not at all. My mother 
tells me not to worry. She says 
the girls will change as soon as they 
get into the swing of dating. What 
do you think? Should I give up the 
sweetest guy I know for the friend- 
ship of the girls or let time tell and 
hope for the best? 

A: There may be something besides 
just waiting and hoping which you 
can do to keep both. Right now, 
while you're dating and your girl 
friends aren't, they can sense they 
no longer have so much in common 
with you. And if Jon is around when 
they're with you, they feel less at 
ease, less free to talk “ви” talk, 
even less “successful” because they 
haven't boy friends too. Would you 
feel comfortable if the situation 
were reversed? 

Why not set aside time for some 
definitely all-girl activities with 
them so they'll feel on an equal 
footing again? Letting them know 
you still do need and want their 
friendship for its own sake may 
dispel some of their resentment. 
And if they are ready to start dat- 
ing, perhaps you can help. If Jon 
has some friends to whom you can 
introduce them, you might give a 
small mixed party—it could be as 
informal as a record session. That 
will not only show the Eirls you 
care about them but may help 
them to find beaux of their own.
